|| MESSRS STRAHAN AND CO., AND THEIR DEFENCE 
|| Ir is painful to see that the snbstantial questions in connection 
| with the diszraceful disclosures which have taken place in relation 
| to the affairs of the banking firm of Messrs Strahan, Paul, and 
Co., are likely to degenerate into a mere quibble as to the legal 
|| construction of*the clause of an act of Parliament. Itis a mis- 
| fortune that the broad and substantial merits of this matter 
"should be lost sight of in such a miserable issue. There is no 
lack of generous and even liberal feeling in the commercial world 
towards those who, through misfortunes, less or more unforeseen, 
are checked in the career in which they have embarked; and 
when there is no reason to suspect fraud, of every disposition to 
Tender a settlement as easy as circumstances will justify. There 
| isa sort of feeling that the risk attendant upon business is neces- 
sarily such, that by some possible combination of events, losses 
might fall in quarters where at the moment the least danger is 
suspected, and which might imperil the position of the strongest. 
Examples which have been seen of houses which have at one 
time justly and meritedly enjoyed the highest credit, succumbing 
to the storm, have impressed the whole commercial community 
with a feeling of modesty and moderation which habi- 
tually dictates great forbearance and sympathy towards 
those, especially who by unforeseen and accidental circum- 
stances fail in their undertakings. But when facts such 
as have been revealed in respect to the transactions of 
Messrs Strahan, Paul, and Co., and others of a similar kind, which 
have recently come to light, burst upon the world, a very different 
feeling is engendered in respect to them. They assume more the 
| character of deliberate fraud than of commercial misfortune. A 
| ship which is lost at sea in the ordinary course of bad weather 
| fulfilsonly the common condition of risk upon which every merchant 


| Counts, but a ship that is seized by a pirate excites passion and 
| indignation, and not unfrequently leads to national wars. ‘ 
It cannot thus be a matter of surprise if the most angry feelings 
and the most just indignation have been of late excited by an at- 
| tempt to screen transactions which are supposed to involve crimi- 
tal consequences, by the interposition of amost doubtful constrac- 
ton of an act of Parliameut. For our own part, we do vot believe 
i the attempt can succeed. Of course nothing that we can say one 
Way or the other will alter or affect the final judgment which the 
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proper tribunal will give upon this delicate question, and we there- 
fore feel little restraint in any observations we are disposed to 
make. We have too mach faith in the good sense of the legisla- 
ture and tho law, notwithstanding the blunders that are sometimes 
made, to believe that it can be successfully contended that any act 
of Parliament will be found to sanction the notion that a man may 
be guilty of frauds of any kind and escape the penal consequences, 
if only he comes forward and makes a voluntary admission of all 
his crimes. This would be to place self-exculpation within the 
reach of the most fraudulent trader at any moment. 
we look to the particular act of Parliament, and the spirit of the 
provision relied on, do we believe it capable of the construction 
contended for. The following is the clause :— 

That no banker, merchant, broker, factor, attorney, or other agent, as 
aforesaid, shall be liable to be convicted by any evidence whatever, as 
an offender against this act, in respect of any act done by him, if he shall 
at any time previously to his being indicted for such offence, have dis- 


closed such act on oath, in consequence of any compulsory process of | 


any court of law or equity, in any action, suit, or proceeding which shall 
have been dona fide instituted by any party aggrieved, or if he shall 
have diclosed the same in any examination or deposition before any 
Commissioners of Bankrupt. 


Now, the obvious meaning and provision of this clause is, that 


if in the course of any action, suit, or proceeding, in consequence | 


of any compulsory process of any court of law or equity, as in the 
case of an examination in the Court of Bankruptcy, any facts shall 
be disclosed under the torce and obligation of an oath, such facts 
so disclosed shall not be turned agaivst the person making them 
to his disadvantage, so as to be the basis of a criminal process ; 
that is, that he shall not, in consequence of admissions thus forced 
from him, be compelled to criminate himself. lt may be very 


needfal for the interests of an estate or of other parties, thata | 
witness under examination should be compelled to make disclo- 
sures very detrimental to himself; but it would be contrary to the | 


first principle of English law, if such admissions thus forced from 


him were to be made the foundation of criminal proceedings and | 


of severe punishment. 


But how different is the case before us? Criminal proceedings 
were actually instituted against the partners of Messrs Strahan, 


Paul, and Co., and it was only when they were, in pursuance of | 
such, placed at the bar of the police-office, that the confessions of | 


their misdeeds were made. In short, it was nothing more nor 


less than pleading guilty to the ckarge; and how this can be | 
construed into a disclosure on oath upon a compulsory process, in | 


the sense implied by the act, we are at a loss to know :—and 
we suspect from the reply given last night by the Attorney- 
General to Mr Hildyard that he is much of the same opinion. 
We are not, therefore, prepared to think that the commercial 
community will witness such a mockery as is implied by the 
principle which has been asserted, in addition to the shock which 
this failure has otherwise caused.

POLICY. 


Ir it be gratifying to the vanity of a public writer to find the 


justice of his views ultimately acquiesced in by the statesmen | 
of his country, it must be a proportionate mortification to his |

patriotism when that acquiescence comes too late.

speeches of Lord Lyndhurst, Lord Clarendon, and Lord Ellen- | 


borough, in the House of Peers on Tuesday night, it is evident 


that all the leading men of Great Britain have at length, though | 


tardily, come to those conclusions as to the actual, historical, 
and prospective policy of Austria, which, ever since the begin- 
ing of last year, we have been endeavouring to force upon the 
convictions of the country. Now that she is disbanding her 
army, declining further aid to our objects, and relieving Russia 
from the fear of her possible hostility, our Government reluctantly 
admits that all hope of her active co-operation is at an end, and 
—as we aflirmed a year ago—that she never intended to assist 
us except in the contingency of our no longer needing her 
assistance. 
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It is always difficult to measure the precise meaning and scope 
of diplomatic statements,—they are so cautious, 80 bland, 80 Cire 
cumlocutory, avd involved in such a voluminous cloud of words. 
Bot we may generally assume that they signify three times as 
much as they say; avd that when a Foreign Minister or an Am- 
bassador Plenipotentiary admits that such and sucha Power “ has 
“not been quite as consistent or explicit as might have been 
“ desired,” he means that they have been deplorably vaci'lating 
and flagrantly deceitful; and when he “ deplores that his just 
“expectations have not been altogether realised,” he means that 
his disappointment and disgust transcend the power of language 
to express. 

Guided by this glossary, and with the debate of Tuesday last 
before us, it is pretty easy to put into plain Saxon English what 
the Tory and the Whig Lord together meant, and which in fact 
is now the common impression of British statesmen as to the pro- 
ceedings of Austria and her actual relation to the Western 
Powers. They avow, then, as we have always allowed, that at 
the outset Austria heartily blamed the conduct of Russia, had no 
objection to say so, and would not have been sorry to see it 
checked and punished ;—that she looked upon Russia as a formi- 
dable neigi.bour, and was decidedly uneasy at her aggressive ten- 
dencies aud her growing preponderance. They show a full ap- 
preciation of the critical and perilous position in which Austria 
was placed, both by the rivalry of Russia, the cooluess of the minor 
| German States, the proximity of the Muscovite frontier to her 
capital, and the smouldering and well-earned discontent of herown 
| subjects. They begin to suspect now that she armed at a cost of 
| sixteen millions, not to join us, but to keep down Italy and 
Hupgary. They perceive at length—what we vainly pointed out 
six months ago—that so menaced and vulnerable was she, that 
it was scarcely reasonable ever to have hoped that she could 
venture to join us cordially and boldly. They confess now—as we 
| represented to be certain eighteen months since, as her constant 
language and her rash proceeding when Sebastopol was sup- 
posed to have been taken made plain-~that she never had 
| any intention of taking up arms on our behalf till Russia should 
| be so effectually beaten aud disabled that she could do so without 
| any danger to herself or any real assistance te us,—thatin a word, 
| to quote our own frequent expression, “ she was waiting to come 
aux secours du plus fort.” Itis now officially admitted and pro- 
claimed on all hands that the treaty of the 2d of December— 
which we denounced at the time as nnmeaning, inconclusive, 
unbinding verbiage—and which England thought to signify so 
much, was never intended to ciguify anything at all. And finally, 
no doubt is now entertained—Lord Lyndhurst openly declares if, 
and Lord Clarendon does not contradict him—that it now having 
become pretty firmly believed at Vienna that Russia will be too 
| much for us, or at least that she will occupy us fully, Austria has

We admit that 
Austria has not been insincere; she avowed her selfish and timid 
policy at the outset ; she never promised to consider anything but 
her own position and prospects; we believed indeed that she 
| would join her arms to ours, but she never led us to believe it. 
|| Is it not possible to be led astray by our own sanguine disposition 
as well as by the insincerity of others? Surely the possibility ot 
se/f-deception should not have escaped statesmen who could inter- 
| pret a clause statins, “*thatin such a contingency Austria would 
** deliberate with the Allies without delay upon the turther measures 
| ** to be taken to obtain their objects,’—to mean that in that con- 
_ tingency she would “draw her sword and fight by our side.” Yet 
| this was the unwarranted interpretation put upon it both in the 
speech of Lord John Russell and in the official columns of the 
Moniteur. Bat, indeed, the noble Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
admits that he was deceived ;—“ for,” says he, after statiog the 
shuffling explanation just given by the Court of Vienna, “my 
** Lords, I need not say that that is not our view of the engage- 
““meuts entered into »y Austri:, nor of the fulfilment of that 
“ treaty.” 

His logic is, we think, equally vulnerable when he affirms that 
Austria is an ally and not a neutral, inasmuch as the occupation 
of the Principalities is not the act of neutrality, pnt of actual 
hostility to Russia. Now we can scarcely comprehend how a 
powerfal State, situated at the very seat of war, can he'p being 
either a neutral or a belligerent—and a belligerent Austria cer- 
tainly is not. But putting aside this dilemma, it is obvious that 
whether an act is one of hostility to a foreign Power or not must 
depend upon the spirit which dictated that act. and the effects 
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which it was calculated to produce. Now, was the occupation of 
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the Principalities by Austria inimical to Russia in its intention, or 
injurious to her in its operation? Can any one, not anxions to 
deceive, himself, answer either question in the affirmative? [5 
it not daily becoming more certain that the intention was purely 
selfish—neither friendly to Turkey, nor hostile to Russia? Do we 
not remember that Austria assiduously refrained from entering 
till every Russian soldier had voluntarily withdrawn, “in obedience 
(as was announced) to strategic considerations only”? And do 
we not know that, from the first day of her occupation, she has 
treated those territories, not as a friendly but as a conquered 
country? And as ta the operation of her proceeding upon Russian 
interests and the issue of war, are not two facts indisputable and 
notorious ?—/irst, that she has replaced and maintains in power 
the Russian partisans and the Philo-Russian Hospodar !—and, 
secondly, that as soon as she entered, the whole of the Russian 
troops which had occupied Moldo-Wallachia burried off by forced 
marches to crush us in the Crimea! Alas! is not every part of 
this sad business now written in sunbeams: not that Austria has 
been perfidious, but that she has heen astute and successful ?— 
not that we have been deceived by her, but that we have been 
confiding and are check-mated?

'! schikoff are all beyond our grasp. The utmost we can do against 
{| the Czar is to destroy lives which are too abundant in his vast 


dominions for him to care much about them, and corn which can 
be replaced next year, and fortifications which he can rebuild on 
the return of peace. We can inflict no pain on him—himself. 
| Wecan subject him to no privations. We may defeat his armies, 
mow down his troops, sink his ships, derange his finances; but if 
he has a thick skin and a hard heart, we cannot punish him or 
| burt bim. The men against whom we actually fight, whom we 
' meet in the field, whom we pick off by our rifles, whom we cut 
down by our sabres, whom we slay, crush, and mutilate by 
thousands,—are not our enemies: they are Ais victims. They 
have done us no injury; they perhaps feel no animosi‘y against 
us—certainly they did not a few months ago. They are innocent 
peasants, peaceful cultivators, who last year were tilling their soil 
and selling us their corn, who were seized for soldiers and sent 
to stand in array against us amid tears of despair ; whose masters 
would have kept them back if they could; and against whom, iu 
fact, the Emperor wages war just as much as against us.

stration. But the fact is, that the undignified concession had been 
made already, to a coercion not so palpable, but quite as uncon- 
stitutional ; not sv loud spoken, bat far more real and o ppressive 
than that which was exercised by the half-joking, hal f-carnest 
shouters in Hyde Park. 

There\is a large party ia the country—large if taken singly, 
but small and insignificant if compared with the bulk of the 
nation—which has been permitted to exercise a most undue 
coercion over the public opinion of their neighbours and the acts 
of the Legislature. YThis party has its representatives in the 
Honse of Commons,/and there and elsewhere they have been per- 
mitted to play strange vagaries under the cover of amiable inten- 
tions, and a reputation for conscientiousness and philanthropy. 
Conscientiousness —claiming for itself par excellence that exclu- 
sive title—had degenerated into a party crochet, aud coerced a 
too tender and respectful Parliament into compliance with many 
of its whims. Emboldened by the success which attended their 
efforts to make the Beer Bill a religious question, this party pro- 
ceeded in the present session to carry their crotchet a step 
farther. It was not enough, in the words of the Anti-Jacobin, 
“to rob a poor man of his beer,” to curtail his Saturday night ; 
it was determined to make an attack upon his bread and meat 
algo, and to encroach upon hisSunday morning. ‘The small shops 
which had been ia the habit of dealing on a very small scale, at 
early hours on Snoday morning, to those whose leisure for making 
purchases was confined to about thirty hours in the week, were to 
be peremptorily closed. Deprived «f his beer—deprived of his 
hot dinner—deprived of his newspaper—deprived not only of 
what shops afforded but of the recreation of shoppirg, with the 
Crystal Palace firmly barred against him, and excursion trips 
hedged in by sundry provisions as to bona fide or mala fide 
travellers,—it was to be hoped that at last the poor Londouer 
would spend his Sunday in a way sufficiently dull and dreary to 
satisfy the most sombre Sabbatarian and the delightful vision was 

been already in a great mea- 
sure—realised. It is true that some poiuted out the folly of such 
attempts to reduce all the world to the level of one religious 
party; others explained—what a House of Commons in 1#55 ought 
not to have needed to be told—that any legislative interference to 
protect “conscientious” shopkeepers against Sunday morning 
competition must be worse than useless for the end proposed ; 
others again dwelt upon the obvions fact that in passing such a 
law, the House of Commons exposed itself to the odious charge 
of legislating against a class, and that class the poor. But the 
House of Commons had got into the way of obeying the imperious 
dictates of this exacting conscientious party: the Sunday Trading 
Rill was read a second time, passed through committee; one more 
stage and another act of absurdity would have been perpetrated 
in the nameof philanthropy. We cannot blame those who were 
to be the victims of the absurdity if they adopted the only course 
open to them of expressing their objection to be sacrificed for the 
benefit of the reputation of a few philanthropists. After all, the 
question was one of indifference to members of the House of 
Commons ; cheap papers might be suppressed on the Sunday 
morning; Bell’s Life aud the Observer wou'd still appear; small 
retail shops might be shut up, and no Sunday dinners be brought 
from Sabbath-breaking bakers, but the larders would be stocked 
and the kitchen fires would be burning in Belgrave square; the 
public houses would be closed, but the clubs would be open ; such 
common profanations as a visit to the Crystal Palace would re- 
main forbidden, but riding and driving would still be tolerated as 
invccent recreations. 

Is this a vulgar comparison ? is it the old cant about rich and 
poor? Well; but to whom are we indebted for it? The Hyde 
Park assembly may well have thought that it was high time to 
have recourse to such vulgar cant, and accordingly they assembled 
in the carriage ring last Sunday, and expressed their wish that 
a Sunday Trading Bill should be aiso a Sanday Observance Bill— 
applicable to the whole community. This may be cant, but at 
avy rate the House of Commons appeared to regard it as a forcible 
argumentum ad hominem. ‘Tue general cheerimg which greeted 
Mr Otway’s question upon the subject showed that the eyes of 
our legislators were opened, aud they perceived that they had 
been doing a foolish and an unjust thing.

DEVASTATION AT KERTCH. 

As we notice the atrocities of the Russians, it would be unfair 
to pass over in silence those of which we are accused. The 
most moderate version of what occurred at Kertch is that given 
by Mr Milner Gibson, in the House of Commons on Tuesday, 
taken from Times :— 

When the Allies entered Kertch, the population made their submis- 
sion, and offered bread and salt to the conquerors, and they were as- 
sured that they would be protected, and that their lives and property 
should be spared, but destruction of property followed, and towards 
evening Turkish stragglers from the camp, and others who had fallen 
out of the line of march, flocked into the town, and perpetrated the 
most atrocious crimes. To pillage and wanton devastation they added 
violation and murder. The French patrols endeavoured to preserve 
order. 

Lord Palmerston said Her Majesty’s Government had received no in- 
formation of the transaction, but his attention had been called to the 
statement. Inquiries into it would be instituted. 

While we condemn what is scandalous in others, let us avoid 
what is scandalous ourselves. 


THE SIEGE OF SEBASTOPOL, 

The unfortunate attack of the Allies on the 18th, and to which 
we briefly adverted last week, was not attended, we are happy to 
say, with the heavy losses which were at first announced. ‘he 
following is the official account :—

Regiment. Our total loss reported by Lord Raglan was, non-commissioned 
officers and men killed 144, wounded 1,058, total of non-commissioned 
officers and men killed and wounded 1,202; the number of officers 
killed and wounded 93 ; making a total of 1,295. 

The loss of our Allies was 37 officers killed, 17 prisoners, 95 gone to 
the ambulances: non-commissioned officers and men killed and missing, 
1,544; gone to the ambulances, 1,644. 


THE LATEST NEWS. 

The latest telegraphic despatches transmitted from the War- 
office for publication, aud probably transmitted from the Crimea 
on the 27th, states— 

‘*The French and English are proceeding with their approaches against 
the enemy’s works, and are erecting new batteries, to be armed with 
heavy guns. The enemy continues to repair the damage done during the 
Jast attack. Very little fire on their part. We retain possession of the 
Round Russian Fort in the Cemetery, from whence they were driven out 
on the 18th, and the Mamelon, at the gorge of the valley which divides 
the English left attack from the right of the South Harbour.” 

Under date Dantzic, June 29, the Zimes announces— 

“The fleet is off Cronstadt. Forty-six infernal machines have been 
discovered and destroyed. One of them exploded on the poop of the Ex- 
mouth. Admiral Seymour and Captain Louis, who were examining it at 
the time, were severely injured. Lieutenant Pierce was slightly injured.”

The depression indicated as existing last Tuesd»y, exhibited greater 
intensity today. So insignificant was the demand for either goods or 
yarns, that it was again totally insufficient to test prices, which were ex- 
ceedingly irregular, and lower without exception than they were on this 
day week. 








(From Messrs Gibson, Hankey, and Co's Cireular.) 
Manchester, June 25, 1855. 

The aggregate sales of 40-inch shirtings have fallen much under an 
average ; the high prices to which they were driven by the excitement of 
the Liverpool cotton market, compelled buyers to withdraw their orders, 
and it is only within the last two or three days that they have resumed 
their operations. The fluctuations have been unusually great, 7 lbs and 
84 lbs being held at one time at 7s and 8s 3d respectively, whilst they are 
to-day obtainable at 6s 3d and 7s 6d, and at which some considerable 
purchases have been made since Tuesday. The demand, however, has 
not thus far been to an extent to clear off the stocks which had accumu- 
lated, but we think it probable the buying will continue, under the belief 
that the production must, at no very distant dey, be curtailed by a resort 
to short time. 9-8 shirtings have had more inquiry and considerable quan- 
tities have been taken by the printers ; prices are fully 3d per piece higher 
than last month, with stocks much reduced. 7-8 printing cloths have 
also had a good and steady inquiry, and may be quoted higher 14d per 
piece ; the stocks are not considered excessive. 





(From Mr Thsmas Thorburn’s Circular.) 
Glasgow, June 30, 1855. 

The rapidly increasing demand for Scotch iron throughout the world 
has not been met by an increasing supply, and the preseut relative con- 
dition of the supply to the demand seems to justify the late advance of 
nearly 20s per ton. While the prices and requirements have been such 
as, in ordinary circumstances, would have stimulated the production, 
(which is little more than 15,000 tons weekly), the make has rather been 
lessening, and the scarcity of ‘he raw material will prevent few, if any, of 
the 37 furnaces at present out of blast, trom being put in operation. In 
spite of the war, of dear corn, and failing trade to Australia and the 
United States, the total deliveries of pig iron have averaged 17,000 tons 
per week, and the stocks in store aud makers’ hands are now only 
77,000 tons, against 115,000 tons a year ago, when the price was 87s 6d 
to 90s per ton. ‘The local foundries are generally full of orders, and the 
consumption is equal, if not greater, than at any former period. Several 
large contracts for cast iron pipes have been made at from 5/ 15s to 
6/ 7s 6d per ton free on board here ; railway chairs, 51 5s to 5/ 10s, 

(From Mr William Mure's Circular.) 
New Orleans, June 4, 1855.

General Niel had disap- 
proved of such an attack as long as the Allies had not constructed 
trenches so as to approach the tower without exposing the soldiers to the 
dreadful fire of the enemy. ; 

Now, our nation is always too ready to let themselves be inflated 
with success or dejected by a failure. The abortive attempt of the 
18th is, indeed. to be deplored, since it cost the Allies so many brave 
soldiers, but it is an ordinary incident in every war; and, though the 
Malakhoff resisted at the first onset, it is quite certain that it cannot 
resist long the combined efforts of the English and French. 

The sending of reinforcements to the East does not cease. Several 
regiments were reviewed yest. rday by the Emperor previously to their 
departure. 50,000 men will again be sent forthwith. You have seen 
that the Chambers have been convoked for the 20th of July, for the 
purpose of voting financial! measures to meet the expenses of the war. 
But the Government wili demand besides the authorisation of levying 
They contemplate, also, Jevying new taxes. It 
has been reported that a tax would be put upon the income of railways. 
™% has been indeed debated, but several Ministers have observed that such 
a measure wou'd be a breach of tle engagements tak-n with the com- 
panies, unless it could be made general, and apply to every sort of in- 
come. Jt is probable that such a plan will be dropped, as it does not 


| seem advisable to put an income tax upon the rentes at the very moment 
of the negotiation of a new loan. 


The amount of the new loan will be 750 or 800 millions of francs. 
Several combinations have been proposed to realise it. But it has been 
agreed upon that it will be made on the same condi‘ions as the last. A 
national subscription will be opened, and the price will be probably 65f 
25c in Three per Cents. as for the 500 millions loan. It is reported, 
however, that it will be ra'sed exclusively in Three per Cents. Proposals 
have been sent in the name of English bankers. But the French rentes 
cannot become popular in England as long as the French Government do 
not establish a bank of transfer in London, and do not appoint an English 
banker to pay the dividends, The English holders of French stocks 
are now ob iged to send their titles to Paris to get the dividends and to 
make transfers, and it prevents English capitalists from inves'ing largely 
in our public securities. 

There was some surprise on Tuesd sy last when the advice of the next 
loan was published in the Afoniteur, and it was known, at the same time, 
that the Government had received unfavourable despatches from the 
Crimea. It seems that the negotiation of the loan is indispensable and 
even urgent. The French Treasury is at the end of its financial resources. 
There remained but twenty millions at its credit in the Bank of France, 
and it had to pay the dividend of the Three per Cents., amounting to 
about forty-five millions.

There || 
could not be a doubt that our recent Plenipotentiary to Vienna, however | 
great his ability, had been deceived by false hopes and promises of peace, 

Lord Clarendon thought, in spite of the able statement of Lord Lynd. | 
hurst, that no good could arise from the censure which he had cast on | 
Austria. The indiscriminate blame which had been heaped on her in par. t 
ticular and Germany in general had greatly estranged the sympathies of 
that country, which had once been with the allies, and diverted them | 
into another channel. So far as the Government were concerned, it | 
would have been an unpardonable oversight to neglect to secure the co- 
operation of Austria, and this the Government had done; but, while 
showing great deference to Austria, they had not allowed that feeling to 
influence their preparations for war; and, though they diplomatised at 
Vienna, the warlike operations before Sebastopol were carried on with 
the utmost vigour. Even now nothing could be further from his inten. | 
tion than to create any misunderstanding with Austria; her conduct 
neither justified censure nor merited praise, and the result of the recent 
negotiations with her, though they had failed, had left England and 
France free and unfettered to meke peace on their own terms.

Thursday, June 28.

METROPOLIS.

HeattH or LoNDON DURING THE Werk.—In the week ending last 
Saturday, 1,075 deaths were registered in the metropolitan districts. Of 
these, 548 were deaths of males, 527 of females. In the ten correspond- 
ing weeks of the years 1845-54 the average number was 923, which, 
to be compared with last week’s return, must be raised in proportion to 
increase of population. The average rate{of mortality would have pro- 
duced 1,015 deaths last week; the actual number was in excess of the 
estimated number by 60. Last week the births of 822 boys and 869 
girls, inall 1,751 children, were registered in London. In the ten cor- 
responding weeks of the years 1845-54 the average number was 1,383. 
At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer 
in the week was 30031 in.; and the mean daily reading was above 30 
in. on every day after Monday ; it was highest on Wednesday, and on 
that day the mean was 30°253 in. The mean temperature of the 
week was 52°9 deg., which is 7 deg. below the average of the same 
week in thirty-eight years. The mean temperature was below the aver- 
age on every day, and the first four days the extent of this depression 
was from 8 to 11 deg. The highest temperature of the week occurred 
on Friday, and was 74 deg.; the lowest on Thursday, when it was 39°5 
deg. Ice was formed on the morning of Thursday. The mean dew- 
point temperature was 44°1 deg., and the difference between this and the 
mean air temperature was 8.8 deg. The highest temperature in the sun 
occurred on Friday, and was 101°5 deg. The temperature of the water of 
the Thames was 59°3 deg. On Monday the wind blew from the south- 
west; onthe following days it was in the north or north-east. Some 
rain fell in the beginning of the week, but the whole amount did not ex- 
ceed 8 hundredths of an inch.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 

The bad weather during the past week gre tly paralysed commercial 
transactions. It even prevented the arrival of foreigners and provincials 
who deeised it prudeut to postpone until a more propitivus period their 
visit to the Univers:1 Exhibition. Preparations are already making for 
the fair of Beaucsire. A number of merchants, relying on a favourable 
sale, are beginning to instal themselves in tlie fuir-field, and their orders 
are being aciively executed in Paris, Rouen, and Alsace. The cold and 
continued rain of the first fortnight of June have excited fresh alarm, and 
produced a rise on the corn markets. It appears, however, by the ac- 
counts received from all parts of France, that the wheat has not yet suf- 
fered from this unusual tempera'ure. The ears are strong and healthy, 
and only need a little heat to develop themselves. The piincipal cause 
of the rise is the fear of a delay in the ripening of the crops, and of an in- 
sufficiency of grain until the new corn is brought into the market. The 
first sorts of flour sells in our halle at from 94f to 95f pec sack of 157 ki- 
logrammes, and the others at 88f to 93f. The stock now exceeds 21,000 
quintals. Wheat rose from 1f 50c to 2f per hectolitre and a half. The 
advance was general in all the provincial markets. The price of whe:t 
still tends to ris» in Paris, no withstanding the considerab'e importation 
of foreign cattle and the abundant supply in the marke:s of Sceaux and 
Poissy. The accounts from the vine distr cts are unfavourable. In a 
great number of localities in the South the vines have been completely 
ravaged by inundations. ‘The oidium, however, is everywhere on the 
decline. Many districts which were iniected witb that disease last year, 
in the beginning of June, have been free from it this year.

AUSTRIA, 


Advices from Vienna bring the following in reference to Austrian 
Finance :— There has been a marked improvement in the paper currency 
during the last three or four days, which the great public is inclined to 
attribute sole!y to the prospect of a diminution in the expenses of the 
War Department. Instructions have beea given to the Bank to reduce 
its bill-portfolio to wiiat it was 12 months ago. Ly this measure about 
6,000,000 of paper florins wiil be withdrawn from the circulation. Orders 
have also been issued that no further advances be made by the Bank on 
@ particular kind of Government stock, which bears intercst at 2} per 
cent. The stock meant is that which underwent such a fearful reduction 
inthe year 1816, Some 5,000,000 fls had been advanced by the Bank on 
this paper, and at the expiration of three months that sum must be re. 
paid or sume other de-cription of stock deposited instead. Further, the 
banking houses of Sina, Rothschi'd, and Arnstein and Eskeles, have dur- 
ing the last few days sold bills on London and Paris to a very large 
amount, and, as is said, on account of Government. When the National 
Loan was in progress, His Majesty, by means of an autograph letter, directed 


the Bank to reader all possible assistance to the subscribers, and of this || 


order the speculative world takes undue advantage. A few words will 
explain what is meant. The National Loan bears 9 per cent. interest, 
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payable in silver or gold, and the Bank advances money on its shares at 
4 per cent. in bank notes. Shares if bought at 85, the present price, in- 
stead of 100, bring an interest of 6 per cent. in silver, and the premium 
ia silver is now 234 percent. If to this be added the profit which may 
arise from the employment of the money advanced at 4 per cent. by the 
Bank, it will be seen that clever speculators in the National Loan may 
speedily enrich themselves at the expense of the State. 





UNITED STATES. 

The commercial advices represent an improvement in the tone of the 
foreign trade at New York. ‘The balance ef trade still continues greatly 
against the United States. The value of the imports for the week end- 
ing 8th instant was 2,542,161 dols, and that of the exports 1,472,689 
dols, being an excess on the former of 1,069,472 dols. The following is 
a comparative statement of the value of exports from the commence- 
ment of the year to June 7:—

It is important to notice here that to Europe the shipments are few, and 
consist chiefly of Indian corn to Europe and some salted provisions. The 
export of specie to the 8th instant had been 13,928,864 dols, and the 
shipments subsequently made were nearly 2,000,000 dols. The banks 
were more liberal in their discounts. The last returns issued by them 
were for the week eniing the 9th instant, which, compared with those 
of the previous week, show a decrease in specie of 392,519 dols, decrease 
in circulation of 53,041 cols, increase in discounts of 911,444 dols, and 
increase in deposits of 785,553 dols. There had been most favourable 
reports received respecting the crops. The yield would be large, and be- 
yond an average, and prices were expected to be lower for all kinds of 
grain and of flour. 





WEST INDIES. 


From Jamaica our dates are to the 10th inst. The May season had 
been very heavy, particularly in the flat parishes of Westmoreland and 
Vere, and considerable damage had been done to the canes. In St 
Anne’s parish the pimento plant had also suffered considerably. Trade 
throughout the island continued dull. Breadstuffs looked better, with a 
moderate demand. A higher price for butter was asked, there being no 
American or Halifax of prime quality in the market. The market was 
heavily supplied with brandy, and there was very little inquiry for the 
article. There was little doing in corn. Flour sold at 53s per barrel. In 
eights tonnage was quite ample, and there were several vessels wanting 
charters. Exchange on London, for bills at 90 days’ date, was quoted at 
if per cent. prem.; 60 days, 1 ditto: 30 days, 1é per cent. prem. 

At St Lucia the estimates of expenditure and of ways and means for 
1856 had been published, the former amounting to 12,100/ and the latter 
to 12,240/. The tax ordinance for 1856 went through its first, second, 
and third reading. The only difference between this and the last or- 
dinance appears to be the retention of 3d on rum, placed for cholera 
purposes. Thus, instead of rum of 25 proof paying 1s 9d duty per 
gallon, and increasing in proportion to the strength of proof, 2s will be 
the amount for the first scale. A clause which r-ferred to the tonnage of 
vessels provides that in future the production of a certificate of British 
admeasurement of foreiga ships should be recognised, and that the ne- 
cessary dues should be paid upon that tonnage, and not on their registered 
tonnage alone, as was now frequently the case.

The Alta California gives the following particulars of the business 
of Messrs Page, Bacon, and Co., showing the enormous profits de- 
rived from banking business in that country :—The house of Page, 
Bacon, and Co. did an immensely profitable business. It commenced 
with a cash capital of 25,000 dole, and has made to the partuers the 
magnificent sum 1,300,000 dols. The sum of 440,000 dols was loan 
by them some time back to Page and Bacon, of St Louis ; 850,000 dols 
which was sentto New York previous to the first suspension was taken 
by Page and Bacon to resume business. This makes up the whole 
amount that the house here has mede, and tae following table shows 
the balance of the amount that Daniel D. Page and Henry D. Bacon 
have taken from Page, Bacon, andCo.,and the people of California. 
Deposits and certificates of deposits, 466,000 dols ; time certificates, 
407,000 dols; drafts on New York to return, 260,000 dols; total, 
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1,133,000 dols ; to this add what the house has made, 1,300,000 dols; 
total, 2,433,000 dols. 

The manufacture of small arms at Birmingham is again very active, 
and apparently Birmingham makers have given, by the execution of 
past orders, satisfaction to the Board of Ordnance. The tenders of 
the Birmingham makers, for the supply of 50,000 Minié rifles, have 
been accepted; and the materials are said to have been promptly 
given out, and an abundance of employment is now supplied to work- 
men engaged in every branch of the business. 

From Odessa it is stated the Austrian Consul has reported offi- 
cially that the Council of War at St Petersburg have come to a de- 
cision with regard to the grain which was lying at that port belonging 
to foreign houses at the time of the Imperial prohibition sgainst 
shipments, and which bas consequently from that period remained 
unavailable. This decision has been the result of numerous applica- 
tions, powerfully supported, addressed to the Russian Government; 
but it is said to involve so many restrictions, and to require such a 
multitude of proofs and formalities before permission for the re- 
moval of the property is granted, that scarcely any of the parties 
interested will be able to comply with it. In case permission to ex- 
port be not obtained by furnishing the requisite documents, the Im- 
perial commission are charged to calculate the value of the grain in 
question on the basis of the prices which prevailed in Odessa from 
July, 1853, to February, 1854, and to purchase it at the average thus 
ascertained. 

At a meeting of the Canada} Company the dividend declared was 
51 per share free from income tax, and the progress of affairs was 
stated to be very satisfactory. It appeared from the explanation of 
the chairman that the amount of funds available is 50,0007, with an 
additional 40,000! due from the Grand Trunk of Canada Railway (ad- 
vanced on the deposit of 6 per cent. provincial stock) in September. 

The letters from Paris to-day state an expectation that a tax of 10 
per cent. on the gross receipts of railroads is aboutfto be imposed, 
and that the companies will be authorised to make a proportionate 
increase in their tariffs. 

Advices from Galatz of the 12th of June, regarding the prospects 
of grain shipments from the Danube, state that great exertions are 
being made to hasten the loading of the ships lying there, as a re- 
sumption of the blockade of the mouths of the river by the allied 
fleets is again apprehended. The depth of water on the bar of the 
Sulina had considerably improved, and is now about 94 feet. 

The freight market is quiet, with very little doing, both employers 
and owners of tonnage awaiting a more decided movement in freights. 

The annual circular of Messrs Matthew Clark and Sons furnishes 
the statistics of the wine trade during the past year, and also for the 
first four months of 1855. 1t appears that the total stock in bond in 
January was i09,742 pipes, showing an excess of 13,799 as compared 
with the beginning of 1854. 

Mr John Clare, jun., of Liverpool, has forwarded the following : 
—Palm Oil—The demand herefrom the home trade for the last four 
weeks has been limited, consequently consumers purchases were 
quite of aretail character, at 38/ to 39/10s per ton. Part of the 
quantity arrived the past month has been taken ex ship by export 
houses, at 37/158 to 38/ 10s per ton for about 1,500 tons, a portion of 
which is only as yet shipped for Germany. The stock is now nearly 
all in the hands of dealers and speculators ; its sanguine holders are 
naturally impressed that an advance in price may be obtained in 
face of the unprecedented large arrivals the ensuing six months.

The balance in the National Treasury was reduced to 18; millions 
of dollars—a falling off from the highest point of accumulation last 
September of more than ten millions of dollars. 

The condition of trade in the States was not favourable. The 
whole course of trade in the Southern States was sluggish to a de- 
gree that has not often before been the case. A large number of 
ships were lying at the wharves of Mobile and New Orleans, waiting 
for rain to raise the interior streams, so that enough of cotton may 
be floated down to give thema cargo. Not only is the cotton inthe 
interior of Louisiana and Alabama unavailable, but the usually 
large and valuable sugar crop of the Attakapas country was in the 
same unfortunate plight. As yet the Red River had not been navi- 
gable; and thousands and tens of thousands of bales of cotton 
were on the banks of Upper Red River and its tributarice, awaiting 
a rise, There is no railroad communication, and the people, though 
wealthy, were in an alarming state of destitution, Flour was worth 
90 dols per br], and not to be had within ninety miles. The amount 
of tonnage at New Grleons was sufficient to carry 200,000 bales of 
cotton, and, asthe whole stock did not amount to more than 53,000 
bales and 13,000 hhds tobacco, the prospects for shipowners for the 

ext three{months were very discoursging. Last year at this time 
the stock of cotton in‘port amounted to 245,145 bales. 

For want of railroads the great planting iuterests are wholly at 
the mercy of the weather, and depend uponthe caprices of some small 
stream for the transmission of merchandise, which, if in market to- 
day, would command millions, but if kept back till next season, may 
be almost worthless. The losses of the present season will probably 
be more than enough to build a railroad, and save planter and factor 
from the losses accruing from the low stage of water in the southern 
rivers. 

The trade at New York seems reviving for the first time since 
Janaary. The foreign imports both of dry goods and general mer- 
chandise, show anincrease, as compared with the corresponding week 
of last year.

There were only 27 qrs oats coastwise, from Scot- 
land 1,539 qrs, from Ireland 4,224 qrs, whilst of foreign the imports were 
37,332 qrs: prime corn realised former prices, but secondary sorts were 
bought on rather lower terms. 

There were fair imports at Liverpool on Tuesday of wheat and Indian 
corn, of Spanish flour they were somewhat large. Witha good attend- 
ance of dealers and millers a considerable business was transacted in 
wheat for immediate consumption at full prices for all fine qualities, 
but inferior sorts and parcels out of condition were disposed of at 2d per 
70 lbs reduction.

There were fair arrivals of wheat at Leeds, and fresh-thrashed qualities 
being scarce commanded former prices steadily: average, 76s 2d on 
910 crs. 

The farmers brought forward a small quantity of wheat at Ipswich, for 
which they obtained full prices: average, 75s on 544 qrs. 

The arrivals at Mark lane on Wednesday were extremely limited of 
English grain, but there were good imports of foreign wheat and oats. 
The favourable state of the weather checked business, and much of the 
supply of foreign wheat being out of condition, the holders of the finer 
lots were very firm in their demands, and a few parcels for immediate 
use were purchased at Monday’s currency. Fine oats were in steady 
request at full prices. 

The Scotch markets have this week been tolerably firm.

EPITOME %F RAILWAY NEWS. 





East InpIAN RaAttways.—Further correspondence relative to rail- 
ways in India was published on Tuesday. It includes a despatch from 
the secretary of the East India Company, Mr J. C. Melvill, to the Go- 
vernor of India in Council, dated the 9th ult., in which the directors 
express their surprise that the Indian Government had adopted measures 
so conclusive, without further reference to the directors; they (the 
directors) agree that the line proposed between Bombay and Ahmedabad 
is an important one, but pronounce it inexpedient that the railway com- 
pany by commencing its operations at Bombay, or at or near Callian, 
should encounter the heavy outlay which must attend the execution of a 
line parallel to the sea coast, and with an estuary and numerous rivers 
to cross. The directors opined that the alternative proposition of the 
railway company brought before them in December, 1352, was the better 
course to be pursucd for the ultimate attainment of the objects in view— 
at all events under actual circumstances. The directors have, therefore, 
signified their desire that the line should commence at Surat and thence 
proceed to Baroda and Ahmedabad, and that a junction line towards 
Bombay should be executed by the railway company when called on by 
the directors to do so, after the opening of the line to Baroda. The di 
rectors reserve their decision with regard to the proposed competing line 
by the valley of the Taptee. They look with much interestto the early 
completion of the surveys of the line through the valley of the Ner- 
budda to Mirzapore. With reference to the scheme of the Scinde Rail- 
way Company, to construct a line from Kurrachee to the Indus, the 
Court of Directors (January 10, 1855) were prepared to sanction the 
undertaking, guaranteeing interest at 5 per cent. per annum on a Capital 
of 500,000/, upon condition that 25 per cent. of that amount was paid 
into the Company’s treasury within two months after the passing of the 
Act of Incorporation, 25 per cent. within four months, and the re- 
mainder at such times as the directors should prescribe.

Among the various improvements introduced during 
ithe present century, in connection with the commercial 
nstitutions of this country, there is not one in itself so 
entirely satisfactory—not one which has been attended 
with more solid and complete success, or that has con- 
ferred greater benefits on the community—than that of 
joint stock banking. It has opened up means for profit- 
ably employing capita!,— provided the public with insti- 
tutions replete with Anowa security, arising from paid- 
up and subscribed capital by numbers of individuals,— 
and given to banking operations a tone and an import- 
ance previously unkuown. 
| ‘Nhe joint stock banking system has grown out ofa 
combination of circumstances, arising, amongst other 
cases, from the prosperity of the country, and the in- 
crease of population. It has now becyme a positive ne- 
cessity to the commercial world, aad it provides such 
advantages as commat.i the cordial approval and sup- 
port of the public. 

The late Sir Robert Pcel, in a speech delivered twenty 
years ago in the House of Commons, ailuding to the 
joint stock principle generally, and in particu ar to the 
joint stock banks, said—‘'I look upon the principle of 
joint stock companies as one of he great discoveri+s of 
modern times. I regard them, when made respons dle 
to public opinion, as the ground on which all successful 
enterprise must ve fuunded. I say further, that if there 
can be one description of business to which the principle 
ot ajuint stock company can be more applicable than 
another, it is, under due restrictions, the business of 
banking.” 

The opinion of Sir Robert Peel delivered in 1875, has 
| Not only been fally confirmed by the success which has 

attended joint stock companies. generally, but more 
| especially by the success which has since then been ob- 
tained by all joint stock banks that have been well estab- 
lished and prudently mavaxed. 

That there has existed, during the past twenty years, 
room for additional banks, no doubt can be entertaiued. 
| For, white the six Loudon Jvist Banks have created 


'| @nd transacted a large busivess—while they have ex- 


tended and p-pularised to a great degree the princi- 
ples of bankiug,—and thus afforded valuable facilities 
to the community, by directing capital to most profitable 
uses,—there is no known instance of any well-regulated 
and responsible private bank, which has not increased 
its business also during the same period. Bearing in 
mind the dai y extension of the commercial operations 
of this country, and the continuous increase of the popu- 
lation, this is net to be wondered at. The population 
cannot increase without rapidly extending commerce, 
&nd adding to the wealth of the nation, This, necessa- 
rily, gives an impetus to every c»mmercial enterprise. 
The banking system, therefore, like all others, must pro- 
gress, and in order still further to facilitate commerchal

transactions, and to meet the increasing requirements of 
the commanity, new organisations must be brought 
about for its further development. 
It is, moreover, proved to demonstration. that Joint 
tock Banking, under proper supervision, affords a most 
legitimate and unusually profitavie field for the iavest- 
ment of capital. 
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The five totals, in the foregoing table, show that— 

I. The entire amount of subscribed capita! in the 
whole ofthe existing joint stock banks in Londen amounts 
to £12 604,200. 

If. The amount thereof paid-up is £2,767,035. 

III. The amount of deposits, or customers’ balances, 
is £25,505,697. 

1V. The total number of shareholders is 4,0:8, 

V. The number of shares issued, 156,04. 

These five facts exhib t the material points in connec- 
tion with the whole of the existing London joint stock 
banks, so far as their responsibility, business, and extent 
of connection, are concerned 

With respect to the profitable working of these institu- 
tions, it will be observed that the highest rate of divi- 
dend payable amounts to the large sum of 20} per cent. 
per annum, while that of the lowes* is 6 per cent. 
Viewed, therefore, in any respect, each institution has 
proved to be a most desirable investment to the persons 
hoiding shares. 

The smal number of shareholders in ali these hanks 
together—namely, 4,028—will, no doubt, excite sur 
prise; and the more so, when it is known that very 
many of these are resident out of London. This clearly 
indicates that there is hut a very small proportion of the 
public who are enabled to participate as sharehulders in 
the bonuses resulting from 
system. The comparison of 4,028 persons constitating 
the shareholders in thesix London joint stock banks with 
the number of their customers, i3 very sinall indeed; 
and yet these are the only persons who enjoy the privi- 
leges and the bonuses, resulting from the large transac- 
tions of the whole body. 

It is, therefore, evident that there not only exists ample 
room for properly-established and well-regulated joint 
stock banks, conducted on sound banking princip'es, but 
that by their establishment the public will be materially 
benefited. It now becomes worthy of consideration, 
what course can be ado,ted in the construction ard 
practical management of banks, which will secure the 
more effectual identification of interests between the 
shareholders of a bank and its customers. As at present 
constituted, the shareholders alone participate in the 
bonuses declared by the banks. 

Of late years the requirements of the public have led 
to the establishment of various joint :tock institutions 
based on another principle, namely, that of mutaality. 
This has resulted entirely from an experience which has 
proved its necessity, and has led to a most desira>le 
and successful “* Unity’ of purpose and interests. In 
no one instance has this principle failed in securing the 

very best results or is it likely to do 80; for it con- 
fers upon the greAtest number of persons the largest 
amount of benefit, 
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The present joint stock banks, as compared with the 
private banks, are an exemplification of this fact. The 
former have, unquestionad y, given greater benefits to 
the public than the latrer: bat it willremain for other in- 
stitutions to do so in a more comprehensive and effectual 
manner. It is fur the accomplishment of this obj ct that
